Martin  Kenney 
(1974-76) 

When  Kenney  left 
BH  in  1976  he  left 
behind  a  much 
stronger  school  than 
when  he  arrived. 
"I  was  hired  to  keep  the  school  open," 
says  Kenney.  "We  had  stopped  accepting 
boarders  and  the  school  was  in  danger  of 
closing  but  we  worked  hard  and  were  able 
to  keep  it  open." 

Kenney  left  BH  to  take  up  the  challenge 
of  President  at  Notre  Dame  College  in 
Wilcox,  Saskatchewan,  a  co-educational 
residential  school  with  450  students. 
At  Notre  Dame,  Kenney  faced  challenges 
similar  to  those  he  had  encountered  at  BH. 
The  school  was  in  danger  of  closing  but 
he  was  able  to  turn  it  around  and  it  is  still 
operating  today. 

Kenney  retired  from  Notre  Dame  in  1992. 
Retirement  didn't  last  though.  Before  long 
he  grew  restless  and  took  on  the  post  of 
head  of  an  International  Baccalaureate 
School  in  Dubai,  United  Arab  Emirates. 
With  two  thousand  students  and  200 
staff,  this  position  presented  one  of  the 
biggest  challenges  of  Kenney's  career. 

Kenney  retired  again  in  1998  and  he  and 
his  wife  settled  in  Musquodoboit  Harbour, 
Nova  Scotia.  Today,  Kenney  spends  time 
enjoying  his  grandchildren  and  watching 


the  political  exploits  of  his  son,  Jason 
Kenney  -  a  Member  of  Parliament  and 
a  BH  alum  (Kindergarten  to  Grade  2). 

"I  spent  38  years  in  education,  28  as  a 
headmaster,  and  enjoyed  every  minute 
of  it,"  says  Kenney.

Thomas  Russell 
(1976-86) 

Given  the  list  of  activities  he's  been 
involved  in,  Thomas  Russell  doesn't  seem 
to  have  had  a  dull  moment  since  retiring 
to  Vancouver  Island  in  1986.  The  man 
who  spent  a  decade  at  BH  now  lives  in 
the  oldest  house  in  a  little  village  just 
outside  Victoria  and  is  involved  in  everything 
from  Worklink  -  a  job  finding  club 
sponsored  by  the  provincial  government, 
to  Volunteer  Victoria. 


When  he  first  moved  to  Victoria,  Russell 
spent  a  year  teaching  study  skills  at  the 
various  independent  schools  on  Vancouver 
Island.  Although  he  enjoyed  the  teaching 
immensely,  he  didn't  enjoy  the  amount  of 
travel,  and  he  began  to  pursue  other 
projects.  In  1998,  he  wrote  Strength  of 
Association  -  a  book  articling  the  history 
of  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Independent  Schools. 

"Those  who  remember  me  will  be  surprised 
by  what  I  did  next,"  says  Russell  of  his 
days  as  a  part-time  sales  person  at  Eddie 
Bauer.  Russell  and  his  wife,  who  also 
joined  the  Eddie  Bauer  team,  enjoyed 
selling  outerwear  and  remain  friends  with 
some  of  their  fellow  sales  associates. 

The  Russells  also  swim,  play  tennis,  lawn 
bowl  and  go  to  the  gym  twice  a  week. 
Of  course,  they  are  also  kept  busy  visiting 
their  five  grandchildren  who  live  in 
Vancouver  and  Calgary.  The  Russells  hope 
to  attend  the  Centennial  Reunion  this  May 
and  look  forward  to  seeing  so  many  familiar 
faces  from  their  decade  at  BH.

Staunton  has  fond  memories  of  his  days 
at  BH  and  to  this  day  keeps  in  touch  with 
many  of  the  people  he  met  while  in 
Winnipeg.  "When  I  arrived  at  BH,  the 
school  had  seventeen  boarders  with 
capacity  for  many  more,"  says  Staunton. 
"So  I  got  in  my  car  and  drove  around 
Northern  Manitoba  and  Northern  Ontario 
telling  people  about  BH." 

When  not  busy  with  his  activities  at  St. 
Andrews,  Staunton  spends  time  with  his 
wife  and  daughters  Rebecca,  Emily  and 
Elizabeth.  Rebecca  is  now  head  of  a  high 
school  English  Department;  Emily  has  a 
fine-arts  degree  from  Concordia  University 
and  now  lives  in  Boston  where  she  works 
for  an  on-line  auction  house;  and 
seventeen-year-old  Elizabeth  who, 
according  to  her  father,  "terrorized  Junior 
Kindergarten  at  BH  for  a  year"  now 
attends  high  school  in  Aurora. 


Brian  Porter 
(1989-1995) 

Following  BH,  Brian 
Porter  was  appointed 
head  of  two  schools. 
His  first  appointment 
was  overseas  at  the 
Munich  International  School  in  Germany,  a 
co-educational  IB  school  of  850  students 
and  more  than  100  teachers  and  staff  from 
over  50  different  nations.  Then  he  returned 
to  Canada  to  Strathcona-Tweedsmuir 
School,  a  co-educational  school  of  600 
students  with  a  superb  outdoor  education 
program  located  close  to  Calgary,  near  the 
foothills  of  the  Rockies. 

Today,  Brian  makes  his  home  in 
Southwestern  Ontario.

Her  fascinating  book 
entitled  /  Remember  it  in  Colour  chronicles  her  life  from 
1939,  when  Britain  entered  World  War  II.  She  came  to  Canada  as  a  British  war  guest 
and  attended  Rupert's  Land  College  between  January  1942  and  June  1944.  Her  book 
contains  a  myriad  of  annotated  pictures. 

Grade  7  students  have  read  her  book  as  part  of  their  English  course  this  fall.  They  feel 
they  know  Marianne  on  a  first  name  basis,  and  they  have  learned  so  much  about  wartime 
and  the  history  of  their  school. 

January  18,  2002,  the  Grade  7  class  presented  an  assembly  featuring  the  1940s  as  part 
of  the  centennial  year  monthly  decade  assemblies.  Winnipeg  alums  from  Rupert's  Land 
and  Riverbend  Schools  were  invited  to  attend.
